21.—Supporters 
of the Reed "bone dry" amendment to 
the postal bill won the first round of 
the wet and dry fight in the house to- 
day when a proposed amendment by 
Representative Saunders, of Virginia, 
which, would have nullified the Reed 
proposal, was defeated 206 to 81.

NOW O D M GERMANY 


New Contingent Arrives at 
Zurich After Having Had 
Anxious Week. 


Zurich, Feb. 21.—A score of United 
States consuls and government agents, 
with their 
families, 
reached Zurich 
last night, after having spent a more 
or less anxious week awaiting permis- 
sion to leave Germany. 
The arrivals 
consisted of forty-six persons who had 
gradually assembled in Munich, from 
which town they departed yesterday 
morning after the bulk of their bag- 
gage and papers had been examined. 


The 
party arrived In two sections, 
the first warmly praising their treat- 
ment by the Germans and the second 
containing members who complained 
bitterly over the

Greece is Entirely Hemmed 
in by Warships of the 
Entente Allies. 


ONLY NON GKEEKS 
MAY QUIT COUNTRY 


Vessels Allowed to Leave 
Grecian Ports Only at 
Rare Interval::. 


Athens, Jan. 
25.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—This mes- 
sage is sent by hand on the first ship 
carrying passengers for America that 
has left Greece since the declaration 
of the allied blockade of Greece on 
Dec. 8. 
The only persons allowed to 
depax-t today ' were 
non-Greeks 
who 
had 
previously 
obtained 
permission 
f r o m 
the * allied 
governments 
and 
Venizelists 
released 
f r o m 
prison 
In 
compliance with the terms of the al- 
lied ultimatum of .January. 


For permission that the Americans 
so desiring might be allowed to leave 
Athens, the American minister m a d e 
personal requests of his entente col- 
leagues which were granted in each in- 
stance. 


Blockade is Absolute. 


The blockade of Greece is absolut»;. 
The only vessels of any nation allowed 
t® m a k e her ports are the rare Italian 
ones, 
themselves 
forbidden 
to 
dis- 
charge foodstuffs or mails for that part 
of Greece which is not Venizelist. 
The 
grain ships originally cleared for the 
Piraeus which had been waiting seven 
weeks in the harbor for the blockade 
to end, so that they might dock, have 
all been ordered away. 
The allied au- 
thorities have instructed them to pro- 
ceed to Saloniki to discharge their car- 
goes for the use of the Vonizeli.sts in 
Macedonia. 
Were the blockade to end 
tomorrow no foodstuffs f r o m abroad 
could reach Greece under a fortnight. 
Tlie price of ordinary canned goods has 
gone up 500 per cent. 
The banks re- 
fuse to accept drafts on foreign coun- 
tries as owing to the stoppage of the 
mails, there is no way of foi-warding 
them for collection. 


In Practical Effect Earlier. 


The blockade was officially declai-ed 
on Dec. 8, but has been in practical 
effect since the first of December. Gov- 
ernment opinion at the time in Greece 
was that the available food supply of 
the country could hold out twenty-one 
days and that satisfactory a.ssurances 
could 
l>e given 
the 
entente 
powers 
within tliat period to insure the lifting 
of tlie blockade. 
No measures were 
therefore taken to conserve the food 
.supply until Dec. 20. Then bread cards 
wore issued, the bread ordered mixed 
with corn meal, flour and barley and 
seven-tenths of a pound allotted 
per 
person per diém. 


No definition of the entente condi- 
tions 
for 
lifting 
the blockade was 
forthcoming until J a n u a r y 8, 
Mean- 
while 
the 
Greek 
government 
was 
forced to issue in addition to the bread 
cards, first sugar, then potato cards. 
To save 
coal 
the 
re.staurants were 
closed at 10 p. m., the moving picture 
theaters closed in the evening and the 
electric street lamps sui)pressed. Shops 
and store.s were shut at 6 instead of 
8:30 as u.sual. 


Cold Brings Suffcrhijçr. 


A sudden cold wave a week ago pro- 
duced great suffering among the poorer 
classes throughout Greece, a large m a - 
jority of whom were already out of 
work owing to the stoppage of ship- 
ping and the 
shutting 
down 
of all 
business for export. 
Both the prime 
minister and the king received 
hun- 
dreds of messages from all over Greece 
begging that coal be sent to relieve the 
suffering of the people. 
The king gave 
permission 
that 
the 
royal forest of 
Taoti be cut to provide fuel. 
After a 
week f r o m the establishment of the 
government control of food, bran was 
ordered mixed with the bread 
flour. 
Today the bread is two-thirds 
bran. 
The prime minister informed the As- 
•oclated Press correspondent 
yester- 
day that twenty-nine infants between 
the ages of three and ten had died in 
Athens alone of Intestinal troubles due 
to the unfitness of the bread as food 
for children. 


I'nable to Feed Patients. 


By mid-December the hospitals of 
Athens were compelled to refuse to 
accept further patients, as they could 
not feed them. 
All the wheat in pri- 
vate hands in Greece has long since 
been confiscated by the 
government. 
Tiie .store of food stuffs reserved for 
feeding the a r m y has been reduced by 
lialf and 
the portion thus 
rendered 
available added to the public stocks. 
Under tliése conditions Athens is and 
has been perfectly calm. 


F r o m the evening of December 2, 
following the withdrawal of the allied 
troops from the capital of Greece or- 
der has been easily kept by a company 
of sailors. 
A few attempts to 
raid 
bakeries in the early days of the gov- 
ernment iood control 
were 
quickly 
suppressed and have not been renewed. 
Save for the darkness of the streets at 
night, the early closing of re.staurants 
and theaters, life in Athens seems en- 
tirely 
normal. 
Rag-clad, 
emaciated 
women, babes in a r m s begin, however, 
to a p p e a r In numbers before the bet- 
ter class oafes and at the doors of ho- 
tels and clubs, pleading for bread. 


The demands of the^entente powers 
for reparation and guarantees made in 
their ultimatum of December 14 and 
finally 
formulated in the supplement- 
ary ultimatum of Jtfnuary 8, are, ac- 
cording to the allied military attaches, 
being fulfilled to the letter with all 
possible speed.

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The "On Approval" 
Custom. 


It is significant in Ihosc days of the fight against the high cost of 
living, the eclneational propaganda for the conservation of health and 
the preachments of economy generally that merchants and patrons 
alike in many of the larger cities are iiniting to -wipe out the practice 
of having merchandise—wearables in almost every case—sent out "on 
approval."' As a matter of fact, the custom works out to the direct 
opposite of each of these very desirable and much-sought-for ends. It 
is unhealthfnl and it is expensive. 


Let it be granted that the purchaser contemplating selections of- 
fered by the merchant is rather better able to reach definite conclusion 
regarding personal tastes and preferences with the garment in the 
privacy of home and separated from othei- attractive offerings that 
tend to bewilder as to choice. Yet the practice is Avholly a modern one, 
the demand is superficial and altogether expensive. It was wholly un- 
known in former days. It may be positively dangerous as to health as 
well. 


With the "goods ou approval" practice in full operation, the 
merchandise may be sent in this fashion to a dozen homes before it 
finds a purchaser. In many instances it is actually worn duriiij» the 
"on approval" period and then blandly returned to the merchant. 
Some damage is inevitable under these circumstances, hoAvever much 
care may be exercised. A cut price to move the stock is now the only 
remed}', but it would be wholly unfair and impossible to expect the 
merchant to stand this loss—and, as a rule, he doesn't do it. He is 
forced to make it up elsewhere to maintain the financial balance, so 
ihat the general purchaser, whether it is realized or not, is helping to 
maintain an expensive and wholly unnecessary custom. 


The matter of health is even more important. It would be unrea- 
sonable to presume that in every instance the merchandise sent on ap- 
proval goes to a home absolutely free from disease or infection so that 
others into whose hands the goods may fall when they are again sent 
ou approval or when they are actually purchased will be safe against 
danger from this source. Health authorities are specific and positive 
in their admonitions on this score. These and many other reasons con- 
stitute a Jieavy total of objection to the "goods on approval" custom. 
It will be certainly more economical and infinitely better for both the 
merchant and his patrons if the smaller cities follow the lead of many 
of the larger ones in abolishing the practice entirely. 


Vice President Marshall absolutely declines to worry over the pos- 
sibility that the senate may not be called into special session to ratify 
the new cabinet nominations of the president and the consequent ab- 
sence of senatorial scenery when the vice president is inaugurated. 
He has discovered that in a pinch the simple taking of the vice presi- 
dential oath before a notary public would be strictly legal, and while 
there would be a shocking absence of fuss and feathers about such a 
procedure, all the absolutely necessary ends of the occasion would be 
duly ser\^ed. 


There are numerous indications that what appeared U few days 
ago to be a rather pretentious revolution down in Cuba is flattening 
out, for government forces there appear to be rapidly regaining the 
upper hand of the discontents. It may be observed on our own ae- 
coimt, too, that just at tliis time that sort of outcome is a most happy 
one. "We already had sufficient trouble on hand without the addition 
of even a comic opera revolution in the island republic. 


Occasionally the Indiana inhewtance tax law appears to work out 
as it was intended to work as a revenue-producer. From two estates 
Marion county is receiving something more than $32,000 in inheritance 
tax. The sum paid on one of them, the estate of the late Raphael 
Kirslibaum, $22,226.93, is believed to be the largest inheritance tax 
payment yet made in Indiana. 


It develops that the mayor of Gary, the chief of police and some 
other official dignitaries- in that region are among the number indict- 
ed by the federal grand jury in connection with alleged election ir- 
"regularities. One of the penalties of holding office in Gary appears 
to be that you've got to take whatever may go with the dLstinetion. 


The mayor of Indianapolis has revoked the licenses of two pool- 
rooms in that city a)id announces that he has declared "unrelenting 
war" on gambling halls. Still, any unrelenting war that stops at two 
of them in a city the size of Indianapolis cannot be such an entirely 
ruthless crusade, after all.

caped the attention of the legislature 
of 1816, which was composed of pio- 
neers, not one of whom, perhaps, Avas 
ignorant of the fact that chips are a 
by-product of the process of felling a 
tree with an ax. 
It is probable that 
they saw in the seal, crude as it is, a 
symbol of the westward progress of 
civilization, and concerned themselves 
not with details. 
The act referred to 
two forests, but there is only one on 
tho seal, and that consists of 
three 
trees, and the act referred to "a buf- 
falo," but four are shown on the seal, 
hence it is evident that the designer 
of the seal was not careful to follow 
the description, and he may have been 
careless about other details. Including 
the chips. 
And, on the other hand, 
the designer may have regarded 
the 
picture as complete ia that it repre- 
sented the fruit of the pioneer's la- 
bor as tho one felled tree, which he 
could use in building hig homo or for 
other 
domestic 
purposes, 
and 
the 
cleared land, upon 
which he could 
raise crops.

are often kept in the home for several 
days and then returned to the store 
with interest in the form of disease | 
germs. 
Leading medical men of the 
country have condemned the practice 
and it is as m u c h a result of their 
agitation that merchants 
everywhere 
are refusing to permit the garments to 
leave their stores until purchased. 


The garments are not only returned 
oftentimes with disease germs, it is 
pointed out, but frequently it happens 
that 
they are 
badly damaged. 
This 
necessitates the reducing of the price 
and this reduction mu.st be made up 
somehow. 
Of course, the public pays 
In the end. 


Every once in a while, it is claimed, 
garments taken out on approval are 
worn 
to some 
social 
function 
and 
then returned. 
Hereafter the taking 
out on approval in Fort Wayne will 
not be permitted.

READY 10 RESPOND 


Prepared to Make 2,500,000 
Shells a Month for Use 
of Uncle Sam. 


(By Basil M. Manly.) 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—The 
shell 
makers 
a r e 
ready 
whenever 
Uncle Sam gives the order, and count- 
ing only the commercial 
companies 
which have entered the business in the 
last two years, 
they stand equipped 
today to deliver in round numbers 1,- 
000,000 large 
shells 
and 1,500,000 
small shelKs a month, from the day 
they get the orders until the end of 
time. 


The facilities ' of these 
commercial 
plants pjovide for what is estimated 
by good authority to be one-fifth t h e 
total amount of munitions the country 
can 
produce. 
Counting the regular 
munition 
concerns, which are filling 
oontract.s- for the allies now, but would 
lie available for Uncle Sam in a shoi't 
time, the plants of the nation can pro- 
duce nearly half a million shells a 
day. 


Thi.s enormous 
amount 
from the 
commercial plants 
can 
be supplied 
Avithout interfering 
at all seriously 
with the munitions sup)>lics of the al- 
ii e.«!. 


P.y the end of March every import- 
ant contract of the allies will be ^ut 
of the way, and the ])lantK will be a"blc 
to concentratc on the orders for the 
Uiiited States army and navy. 


Several 
concerns 
already

cleaned up all their foreign contract.s 
and arc holding their plants subject 
to government 
ovders.

Without 
reference to the regular 
munition companies, such a s Bethle- 
hem 
Steel, there a i e several 
equip- 
nient companies, 
which 
within the 
next month could begin the m a n u f a c - 
ture of large shells, u p to 9-inch, f o r 
the United 
States, without 
seriously 
interfering with 
their 
present con- 
tracts for the allied nations. 
These 
include American Locomotive, Amer- 
ican Brakeshoe and Foundry, Inger- 
soIl-Rand and a number of smaller 
companies. 
Their combined capacity 
i.s a t the very least 1,000,000 shells a 
Tiionth. 


The United States stands to reap the 
benefits of the two years' experience 
which these companies have 
gained 
f r o m their foreign contracts. 


It is well known that t h e early at- 
tempts 
to 
supply 
foreign 
require- 
ments and pass foreign tests by com- 
panies that had not previously m a n u - 


factured shells were almost complete 
failures. 


It was only after months of experi- 
ment and failure,"and in many cases 
the practical 
re-equipment 
of the 
plants, that the American 
foundries 
and -machine shops that went into the 
"shell game" without prefTous exper- 
ience, were able to get. any of their 
product past the inspectors. 


This was particularly true in the 
case of the Russian shells, which not 
only offer special difficulties on ac- 
count of their peculiar fuse, .but also 
because they must be given a very 
high polish. 


The reason for this high polish is 
interesting. If you ever handle with 
your bare hands on a zero morning, 
you will understand the reason with- 
out further explanation. 


But for those who have never had 
that privilege, it should be stated that 
in the bitter cold of the Russian front, 
rou^h metal surfaces will, stick 
like 
glue to anything they touch—hands, 
mittens, or clothing. 


Smooth polished metal, on the other 
hand, may be handled with impunity, 
even with the bare hands. 


That is why the Russians are so par- 
ticular that their shells have a mirror 
polish. 


Now after two years of ' experience 
the shell manufactiu-es are able to turn 
out a product that will measure up to 
the rigid requirements. 


Of course. In case of war, the r«- 
liance of the army 
and navy will be 
upon the arsenals and the companies 
which are first of all munitions plants, 
such as Bethlehem, MIdvale, Crucible 
Steel and others. 
These 
plants can 


manufacture everything from 16-ineh 
shells to the smallest shrapnel, at the 
rate of millions a month. 


But none the less the 2,500,000 a 
month which the commerloal compan- 
ies can turn out will be a great factor 
in the success of the United States if 
she should be drawn Into war.

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The "On Approval" Custom. 


It is significant in these days of the fight against the high cost of 


living, the educational propaganda for the conservation of health and 
the preachments of economy generally that merchants and patrons 
alike in many of the larger cities are uniting to wipe out the practice 
of having merchandise—wearables in almost every case—sent out'' on 
approval." As a matter of fact, the custom works out to the direct 
opposite of each of these very desirable and much-sought-for ends. It 
is unhealthful and it is expensive. 


Let it be granted that the purchaser contemplating selections of- 


fered by the merchant is rather better able to reach definite conclusion 
regarding personal tastes and preferences with the garment in the 
privacy of home and separated from other attractive offerings that 
tend to bewilder as to choice. Yet the practice is wholly a modern one, 
the demand is superficial and altogether expensive. It was wholly un- 
known in former days. It may be positively dangerous as to health as 
well. 


With the "goods on approval" practice in full operation, the 


merchandise may be sent in this fashion to a dozen homes before it 
finds a purchaser. In many instances it is actually worn during the 
"on approval" period and then blandly returned to the merchant. 
Some damage is inevitable under these circumstances, however much 
;are may be exercised. A cut price to move the stock is now the only 
remedy, but it would be wholly unfair and impossible to expect the 
merchant to stand this loss—and, as a rule, he doesn't do it. He is 
forced to make it up elsewhere to maintain the financial balance, so 
that the general purchaser, whether it is realized or not, is helping to 
maintain an expensive and wholly unnecessary custom. 


The matter of health is even more important. It would he unrea- 


sonable to presume that in every instance the merchandise sent on ap- 
proval goes to a home absolutely free from disease or infection so that 
others into whose hands the goods may fall when they are again sent 
on approval or when they are actually purchased will be safe against 
clanger from this source. Health authorities arc specific and positive 
in their admonitions on this score. These and many other reasons con- 
stitute a heavy total of objection to the "goods on approval" custom. 
It will be certainly more economical and infinitely better for both the 
merchant and his patrons if the smaller cities follow the lead of many 
of the larger ones in abolishing the practice entirely. 


Vice President Marshall absolutely declines to worry over the pos- 


sibility that the senate may not be called into special session to ratify 
the new cabinet nominations of the president and the consequent ab- 
sence of senatorial scenery when the vice president is inaugurated. 
He has discovered that in a pinch the simple taking of the vice presi- 
dential oath before a notary public would be strictly legal, and while 
there would be a shocking absence of fuss and feathers about such a 
procedure, all the absolutely necessary ends of the occasion would be 
duly served. 


There are numerous indications that what appeared a few days 


ago to be a rather pretentious revolution down in Cuba is flattening 
out, for government forces there appear to be rapidly regaining the 
upper hand of the discontents. It may be observed on our own ac- 
count, too, that just at this time that sort of outcome is a most happy 
one. 
We already had sufficient trouble on hand without the addition 


of even a comic opera revolution in the island republic. 


Occasionally the Indiana inheritance tax law appears to work out 


as it was intended to work as a revenue-producer. From two estates 
Marion county is receiving something more than $32,000 in inheritance 
tax. The sum paid on one of them, the estate of the late Raphael 
Kirshbaum, $22,226.93, is believed to be the largest inheritance tax 
payment yet made in Indiana. 


It develops that the mayor of Gary, the chief of police and some 


other official dignitaries in that region arc among the number indict- 
ed by the federal grand jury in counection with alleged election ir- 
regularities. One of the penalties of holding office in Gary appears 
to be that you've got to take whatever may go with the distinction. 


The mayor of Indianapolis has revoked the licenses of two pool- 


rooms in that city and announces that he has declared "unrelenting 
war" on gambling halls. Still, any unrelenting war that stops at two 
of them in a city the size of Indianapolis cannot be such an entirely 
ruthless crusade, after all. 


The Indiana state senate has given its approval to Sunday motion 


picture shows of a "historical, educational or moral" nature, and any 
motion picture man in the state will solemnly assure you he has never 
run any other variety on Sunday or any other day of t.lio week. 


Upton Sinclair is reported lo have bolted l.ho pacifists and is now 


urging the United States to fight—a development which the pacifists 
may interpret as the first real boost their cause has enjoyed for some 
time.

The act referred to 
two forests, but there is only one on 
the seal, and that consists of threo 
trees, and the act referred to "a buf- 
falo," but four are shown on the seal, 
hence it Is evident that the designer 
of the seal was not careful to follow 
the description, and he may have been 
careless about other details, including 
the chips. 
And, on the other hand, 


the designer may have regarded the 
picture as complete in that it repre- 
sented the fruit of the pioneer's la- 
bor as the one felled tree, which he 
could use in building his home or for 
other domestic purposes, and

Something About the 


Indiana State Seal 


(Indianapolis News.) 


To tho Editor of Tho News: Wish- 


ing to become better acquainted with 
tho design of Indiana's great seal, I 
am anxious to know -why the pioneer's 
labor is not better illustrated In fell- 
ing the forest tree. In the engraving 
or tho seal there seem to be no chips 
flying, yet every pioneer knows that 
In felling a largo forest tree with an 
ax It is necessary to make some chips. 
While the supply of chips may be 
only a matter of sentiment, they are 
the fruit of the pioneer's labor. I be- 
lievo their 
introduction 
would add 


materially to the originality and value 
of the seal. To tho rising generation 
attending the public schools, the or- 
iginality of the seal should be made 
plain without question, and Its details 
should be complete, on printed en- 
gravings as well as on tho seal. 


CAPTAIN WALLACE FOSTER. 


The seal of the state of Indiana was 


adopted by the first legslature, which 
mot at Corydon in 1816, under a provi- 
sion of the first constitution, adopted 
at Corydon June 20, 1816, that "there 
shall be a seal of the state, which 
shall be kept by the governor, and 
shall be used 
by him officially and 


shall be called the seal of the state of 
Indiana." On December 13, 1816, the 
legfslature passed a bill authorizing 
the governor "to provide a seal and 
also a press for this state," and speci- 
fying that "a sum not exceeding $100 
be and is hereby appropriated for the 
purpose." The question of design was 
discussed for some weeks, but the early 
legislators seem to have taken little 
interest in it. 
Finally, however, the 


following device was adopted: 
"A

The old idea which is still believed 


n many places that air causes the de- 
ay of food material and that the cx- 
lusion of this air in some way helps to 
\cep the food is incorrect. 


The bacteriologist has found out 


that if he heats the air before intro- 
ducing it into food' materials It no 
longer causes them to spoil. 
From 


this we know that the air itself does 
not in any way cause spoiling. 


We must keep out the air, however, 


because there is present in this air 
large numbers of rnicro-organlams. 
For this reason when we are filling 
large Jars with fruit cooked outside the 
can, we fill the can full so as to exclude 
all air, because we know this air con- 
tains some harmful micro-organisms. 


In order to preserve our foods to 


the best advantage we must know how 
bacteria, yeasts and moulds live. We 
must know the conditions under which 
they grow and develop best, we must 
know the means by which they may be 
killed or their action stopped. Fur- 
ther than this the housewife must 
know how to do this with the facilities 
to be found in the ordinary kitchen. 


Micro-organisms must have foods 


similar to our own.' They arc fond of 
meat, as we know by the readiness with 
which they destroy it. Some of them 
like sugar but cannot live on sugar 
alone any more than we can. The dif- 
ferent kinds arc quite like people, hav- 
ing individual preferences. In general, 
however, it will be found that in order 
for them to thrive well they must have 
a balanced ration. 


They must have something to drink 


water. 
We know that while fresh 


fruits deteriorate rapidly, if we dry 
these fruits or put them in the sun 
until the amount of water present is 
considerably diminished, then the bac- 
teria, cannot destroy them. 
The sci- 


entist tells us definitely that the 
amount of water' necessary is 30 per I 
cent. 


They must liave favorable tempera- 


ture conditions. They live best at a 
temperature about the same as that of 
our own bodies. 
Tf this temperature 


is considerably lowered, while they 
continue to live, they will not develop. 
We know that ice may contain bacte- 
ria and on this account, unless we are 
very sure of the source of our ice, wo 
must be very careful not to put it di- 
rectly into the water which we intend 
to drink. 


If, on the other hand, the tempera- 


ture is increased 
beyond a certain 


point, these organisms are destroyed. 


There is no phase of the conserva- 


tion of food that is of greater import- 
ance than that which has to do with 
its preservation. The methods of fooii 
preservation now in use may be con- 
veniently classified under five heads: 
Harmful chemical preservatives, low 
temperature, drying, heat and harm- 
less chemical preservatives.

Secretly Circulated News- 


papers Graining Wide 


Circulation^ 


Amsterdam, Feb. 10.—(Correspond- 


ence of The Associated Press.)—The 
great success of Libre BelgiQuo, the se- 
cretly circulated newspaper which has 
defied all attempts of the German au- 
thorities at suppression, has led to the 
starting of numerous similar enter- 
prises all through the occupied regions 
of Belgium and France. Nobody, pre- 
tends to know they are printed or how 
they manage to get into the hands of 
their readers. Yet several of them ap- 
pear with fair regularity and attain an 
amazingly wide circulation in spite of 
all the efforts of the German intelli- 
gence service. 


Most of these papers contain mainly 


news of local interest, combined with 
patriotic Belgian editorials and brief 
digests of outside news obtained se- 
cretly from French, English and Dutch 
newspapers. 
The Libre Belgique is 


still the best known of these secret 
newspapers, mainly because its pub- 
lishers always make a point of having 
a copy on the governor's desk, although 
how this is managed nobody seems to 
know. 


Then there is a Weekly Review, 


which has now reached its fifty-seventh 
number, anrl which devotes itself main- 
ly to summarizing the contents of the 
leading French journals. The Motus 
is the Belgian Punch, a humorous and 
satirical publication, whose Jokes are 
aimed largely at German officials in oc- 
cupied Belgium. 
The Patrio pub- 


lishes news mainly from Dutch sources, 
and reproduces many cartoons from 
the anti-German Dutch papers. 


There are also several so-called news 


agencies which distribute sheets of the 
news of the day to their subscribers, or 
lend out copies of smuggled French 
and English newspapers.

Who is to pay for the $47.23 worth 


of city water which ran through the 
meter in a dwelling belonging to Emil 
Haberkorn, and which water was of 
little value to the landlord. 


Power motor in a house rented by 


Haberkoru, was out of order. It was 
supposed to draw cistern water when 
called upon. But valves in'the motor 
leaked and water ran through it into 
the sewer with no benefits to the tenant 
in the house. 
The motor which cost 


sixty-seven cents to operate the first 
three months of its working life, al- 
lowed 63,000 cubic feet of water to 
run to waste the second three months 
that it was used. 


For 700 times the amount of water 


the motor did but half the work, ar- 
gues the landlord. Officials say that 
somebody should pay for the $47.25 
worth of water which coursed through 
the faithful meter. 


Question is not settled. It is a talk- 


ing point for Mayor Hoscy who ar- 
dently advocates the installing of elec- 
tric power for all mechanical water 
lifting devices. 
He says electrically 


driven machines, are cheaper for thcir 
owners and help to conserve the city's

germs. Leading medical men of the 
country have condemned the practice 
and it is as much a result of their 
agitation that merchants everywhere 
are refusing to permit the garments to 
leave their stores until purchased. 


The garments are not only returned 


oftentimes with disease' germs, it is 
pointed out, but frequently it happens 
that they are badly damaged. This 
necessitates the reducing of the price 
and'this reduction must be made up 
somehow. Of course, the public pays 
in the end. 


Every once in a while, it is claimed, 


garments taken out on approval are 
worn to some social function and 
then returned. Hereafter the taking 
out on approval in Fort Wayne will 
not be permitted.

American Stewardship of Seal Rookeries 


Important Treaty Relations 


Depend on Dividends Un- 
cle Sam Will Earn on His 
$13,000,000 Seal Ranch on 
Pribilof Islands in Behr- 
ing Sea. 


St. Paul. Pribilof Islands. Alaska. 


Feb. 21.—As a citizen of the United 
States you are part owner of a $13,- 
000.000 seal ranch maintained on the 
Pribilof islands by the government. 


Naturally you should be interested 


In how it is managed. 


In less than two years the commer- 


cial killing of fur . seal will be re- 
sumed after a five-year period of nat- 
ural propagation. 


Then the business of selling the 


world's finest seal skins to handsome 
ladies should yield at least 6 per cent, 
on a capitalization of $13.000.000. 


But the probability is that it will 


not. 


The seal ranches on St. Paul and 


St. George islands are sadly in need 
of a dose of efficiency. 


This does not mean that those in 


charge of the islands are not compe- 
tent. It does mean that Washington 
•will have to provide sufficient funds 
to bring the obsolete system now ob- 
taining up 
to 
a, modern business 


standard. 


Not only is this urgent for our own 


Interests, but also 
to 
preserve the 


spirit of the treaty with Japan, Rus- 
sia and'England whereby the. United 
States was given . full control of the 
Bering sea fur seal herd. 


These 
governments 
relinquished 


their open sea or 
pelagic sealing 


rights in exchange for an annual pro 
rata of skins taken on the Pribllofs by 
Uncle Sam. 


A slipshod, inefficent method of 


conducting a sealing business in which 
they have a treaty share Is not likely 
to appeal to the big foreign trio. 


At present the killing of seal—for 


food enough to supply the island na- 
tives only—is being conducted Just as 
it was fifty years ago under the old 
Russian regime. 


No appropriation or provision for 


the needed improvements to modern- 
ize the establishment have been made, 
although commercial killing Is to be 
resumed after this year. 


The herd, now numbering over 


350,000, has 
Increased 
remarkably 


during the past three years. There 
is no danger of extinction as long as 
pelagic sealing Is prohibited. 
The 


surplusage of young bachelor seals, 
the ones that may be killed, has great- 
ly exceeded expectations. 


In fact their proportionate Increase 


over the number that must bo re-

served for propagating purposes is so 
large that failure to take their pelts 
within the next two years will mean. 
It has been estimated by experts, a 
loss to the government of over $1,- 
000,000. 


Unless modern facilities are fur- 


nished much time and labor will be 
wasted in taking the skins. 


Tramways, or at least good roads, 


are necessary to transport the pelts 
from the killing grounds on various 
parts of the Islands to the salt houses. 


Today natives carry a great many 


skins long distances on their backs. 


A few hundred 
dollars worth of 


blasting powder would remove the 
boulders across which the seal must 
now flounder when being driven from 
certain beaches to the killing grounds. 
' Not alone is time wasted, but when 


seal become overheated they die and 
their skins are useless. Delicate ani- 
mals, they succumb easily to the fa- 
tigue of hobbling across half a mile of 
boulders. 


The killing season, during which 


the skins of the bachelors are prime, 
is little over two months every sum- 
mer. And from this period many 
days must be deducted—days too dry 
or warm to permit driving. 


This demands 
that every facility 


bo Installed to utilize the best weather 
most effectively. 


A $13,000,000 business Is worth pre- 


paring for efficiency. 


And to Insure it against resumption 


of pelagic sealing by other nations we 
will have to give a better account of 
our stewardship than the present con- 
ditions, on the Pribllofs predict.

part in the Irish revolt. 
When the 


revolution started, the 
Ifi-year-old 


girl left her home in Drumcondra, 
Dublin, and summoned her company 
of girl scouts to the colors. 


Fired with patriotic zeal she led 


them into dangerous' duties during the 
height of the uprising. The girls car- 
ried messages to different revolution- 
ist camps, passing under the guns of 
the British. At times, it is said, they 
even took up rifles and fired into the 
English ranks as the battle tide turned 
against the revolters. 


After the revolution was crushed, 


May Kelly, along with the older wom- 
en and the men, surrendered.' While 
many men met death as a penalty 
for their part in the revolt, the ex- 
treme youth of the girl aided her.

of Uncle Sam. 


(By Basil 51. Manly.) 


Washington. D. C., Feb". 21.—The 


shell makers are ready whenever 
Uncle Sam gives the order, and count- 
Ing only the commercial companies 
which have entered the business in the 
last two years, they stand equipped 
today to deliver in round numbers 1.- 
000,000 large 
shells 
and 1,500.000 


small shells a month, from tho day 
they get tho orders until tho end of 
time. 


The facilities of these commercial 


plants provide for what is estimated 
by good authority to be one-fifth the 
total amount of munitions the country 
can produce. 
Counting the regular 


munition concerns, which are filling 
contracts for the allies now, but would 
be available for Uncle Sam in a short 
time, the plants of the nation can pro- 
duce nearly half a million shells a 
day. 


This enormous amount froin tho 


commercial plants can 
be supplied 


without interfering 
at all seriously 


with the munitions supplies of the al- 
lies. 


By the end of March every import- 


ant contract of the allies will be out 
of the way, and the plants will be able 
to concentrate on the orders for the 
United States army and navy. 


Several 
concerns 
already 
have 


cleaned up all their foreign contracts 
and are holding their plants subject 
to government orders. 


The Wesinghouse Airbrake com- 


pany, for example, has completed an 
order for 1.250.000 British 3.29-lnch 
shells and still retains the all-import- 
ant equipment, which alone makes 
targe scale productions possible. Their

these shells a day, or 250,000 a month. 


Without reference to the regular 


munition companies, such as Bethle- 
hem Steel, there are several equip- 
ment companies, 
-which within the 


next month could begin the manufac- 
ture of large shells, up to 9-inch, lor 
the United States, without seriously 
interfering with their present con- 
tracts for the allied nations. These 
include American Locomotive, Amer- 
ican Brakeshoe and Foundry, Ineer- 
soll-Rand and "a number of smaller 
companies. Their combined capacity 
IB at the very leaet 1,000.000 shells a 
month. 


The United States stands to reap the 


benefits of the two years' experience 
which these companies have gained 
from their foreign contracts. 


It Is well known that the early at- 


tempts to supply foreign require- 
ments and pass foreign tests by com-r 
panles that had not previously manu- 


factured shells were almost complete 
failures.^ 
11t was only after months of experi- 
ment and failure, and in many cases 
the practical 
re-equipment 
of the 


plants, that the American foundries 
and machine shops that went into the 
"shell game" without previous exper- 
ience, were able to get. any of their 
product past the inspectors. 


This was particularly true in the 


case of the Russian shells, which not 
only offer special difficulties on ac- 
count of their peculiar fuse, but also 
because ' they must be" given a very 
high polish. 


The reason for this high polish is 


interesting. If you ever handle with 
your bare hands on a zero morning, 
you will understand the reason 'with- 
out further explanation. 


But for those who Have never had 


that privilege, it should be stated that 
In the bitter cold of the Russian front, 
rough metal surfaces will, stick like 
glue to anything they touch—hands, 
mittens, or clothing. 


Smooth polished metal, on the other 


hand, may be handled with impunity, 
even with the bare hands. 


That is why the Russians are so par- 


ticular that their shells have a mirror 
polish. 


Now after two years of experience 


the shell manufactures are able to turn 
out a product that will measure up to 
the rigid requirements. 


Of course, In case of war, th« re- 


liance of the army and navy will be 
upon the arsenals and the companies 
which are first of all munitions plants. 
such as Bethlehem, Mldvale, Crucible 
Steel ana others. These plants can 


manufacture everything from 16-Inch 
shells to the smallest shrapnel, at the 
rate of millions a mo.nth. 


But none the less the 2,500,000 a 


month which the commerical compan- 
ies can turn out will be a great-factor 
in tne success of the United States if 
she should be drawn into war.

"I am inclined to think, however," 


said Howard F. Weiss, director of the 
American laboratory, "that the Cana- 
dian forester who prophesies that 
Canadian made alcohol will eventually 
be distributed through underground 
pipes like city pas. is a little too en- 
thusiastic in his views. 
He is, how- 


ever, on the right track in the de- 
velopment of alcohol as a motor fuel." 


An enormous supply of wood waste 


is available in the great valleys of 
the Willow, Ncchako. Bulklcy and 
Skeena rivers in central and British 
Columbia, where the forests have been 
giving way to agriculture in part, but 
where there is still a limitless supply 
of bip timber. This territory has re- 
cently been opened up by the new 
transcontinental Grand Trunk Pacillc 
and it is on woods taken from this 
region that the experiments for the 
production of alcohol have been car- 
ried on. The wood waste'is broken 
down by distillation and the wood al- 
cohol produced, converted by simple 
processes into a true prain alcohol.
